3. The examiner notes that claims 33-47 and 53-62 were nonelected without 
traverse in Applicant's Response dated November 26, 2004. Therefore, in accordance 
with MPEP 821.02, the examiner has canceled claims 33-47 and 53-62. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Lukenbach et al, WO 97/26860, discloses a conditioning shampoo composition 

comprising a surfactant portion and a conditioner portion (See abstract and page 1 , 
lines 26-34). It is further taught by Lukenbach et al that a preferred conditioner portion 
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contains a cationic guar derivative, such as guar hydroxypropyltrimonium chloride, and 
a homopolymer or copolymer of diallyldimethylammonium chloride (see page 14, lines 
1-2 and 28-34), and that the composition may also contain a volatile silicone, such as 
siloxanes (see page 16, line 33-page 17, line 5). However, patentee differs from 
applicant in that Lukenbach et al does not teach or suggest in general a composition 
that contains silicone quaternium-13 or cetyl triethylmonium dimethicone copolyol 
phthalate, as required by applicant in the instant claims. 

Accordingly, the claims viewed as a whole would not have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention after viewing the prior art of record.
